“Nuclear war is being put on a 


hangstring,” explained Doug 
Barnhisel, the narrator of Robert 
Aldridge’s slide show ‘First 


Strike,” which was presented last 
Wednesday in the Oak room at the 
University Union by the Students 
for Peace and the Sacramento 
Peace Center. Barnhisel, the co - 
director of the Sacramento Peace 
Center, also led the discussion 
which followed the presentation 


Aldridge, an engineer for 
Lockheed Corporation for 16 
years, quit his job in 1973 and 
began studying the development 
of nuclear weapons in this country 
He feels that the United States was 
mot keeping a balance of 
deterrence, but was building a 
force that can readily start and win 
@ nuclear war 
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Opportunity Program, Testing 
Center and in the Psychological 
Services division in the Student 
Health Center 

Tim Comstock, dean of 
students, supported the breakup

Two CSUS students were 
arrested last week in separate sex - 
related offenses, according to 
officials from the Department of 
Public Safety 


in a memo to Director of 
University Relations Chuck 
McFadden, Don Yelverton 


director of public safety. said a 
Suspect was arrested Tuesday on 
three counts of indecent exposure 


in the CSUS library during 1980 

The Sacramento District 
Attorney's office identified the 
suspect as 31 - year - oid Joel 
Bean, 2 senior majoring in art 

Officer Roberta Steele 
identified Bean through victim 
descriptions and a warrant was 
issued for Bean's arrest 

In the memo, Yelverton said 
Bean admitted to the three specific 


charges and to numerous 
additional incidents on campus 


during the past two years 


Crime Prevention Officer Carl 


Perry said Bean exposed himself 
on the top two floors in the library 
and on the main floor near the 
study carreis 


On Thursday, Department of 


Safety officers arrested Douglas E 
Trotman, a 20 - year - old senior 


majoring in social work, on two 
counts of assault with intent to 
commit rape 

A warrant for Trotman’s arrest 
was issued Sept. 17 in Ukiah by the 
Mendocino County Sheriff's

Prop.4 called threat to Prop. 13 spending cuts 
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This is the fourth installment in a series on the 
propoeitions to be voted upon by Californians on 
Nov. 4.

“Proposition 4 is a wolf in sheep's clothing,” claim 
Opponents who fear the aftermath of a property - tax 
waiver if taxpayers approve the measure 

For, while its intended purpose is to permit the 
use of property taxes to repay general obligatidn 
bonds to help finance public projects such as 
schools and office bulidings, adversaries fee! Prop. 
3 Objective goes way beyond this concept. 
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Specifically, this amendment to Proposition 13. 


the initiative adopted in June 1978 under which 
property taxes are limited to one percent of property 
value, Could raise property tax rates above existing 
levels to pay off certain types of new debt. with 
approval by two - thirds of the voters 

The types of debt to which this measure would 
apply are those related to acquiring or improving 
real property as well as tangible personal property 
Real property includes land and improvements (ie 
buildings and structures) while personal property 
includes all property that is not real property, such 
as furnishings 

if approved by the voters, Proposition 4 would 
also permit local governments to, once again, issue 
general obligation bonds after being severely 
limited in their issuance of such bonds under Prop 
13 

Arguments in favor of the measure include the 
claim that local taxpayers will save millions of 
dollars on necessary projects because these general 
obligation bonds have a lower interest rate than any 
other means of local financing. 

Originally, opponents of Prop. 4 supported the 
initiative when it was limited to financial capital 
improvements. However, when amendments 
pertaining to “tangible personal property” were 
introduced, controversy arose regarding the 
meaning of this provision. 

While Proponents contend that no money can go 
for salaries, pensions, or day to day operating costs, 
adversaries feel that thousands of dollars may be. 
used to purchase equipment and supplies such as

Although necessary, opponents led by Senator 
John Hoimdahi (D - Alameda County) maintain that 
these items should not be purchased through the 
use of long - term financing 

According to Holmdahi, “this creates a virtual

certainty that money will be borrwed from tomorrow 
to pay for today's non - capital expenses, thereby 
reducing the funds which wili be available for 
necessary capital improvements in the future.” 
“People should be able to borrow money on a 
fiscally sound basis,” Sen. Holmdahi's 
Administ, ative Assistant, George Spanos stated in 
an interview last week. According to Spanos, “the 
Problem that Sen. Hoimdahi wants to avoid is 
granting locai governments permission to use jong 
term financing to acquire items for short term 


“It is @xactly the same thing as the overuse of 
ciedit cards,” Spanos maintains. “You are 
borrowing money against the future.” 

Prop. 4 advocates, such as Senator William 
Craven (R - Oceanside), on the other hand, point out 
that voted bond issues for capital improvements 
such as buildings and schools have always included 
provisions for furnishings and equipment. While 
these provisions are legally classified as personal 
property, proponents argue that they are, 
nevertheless, necessary to the improvement. 

CSUS Economics Professor Peter Lund agreed 
with this position stating, “It is a ludicrous argument 
to make that distinction regarding tangible personal 
property,” because most budget expenditures are 
for those types of things, “especiaily labor.” 

Lund stated that Proposition 4 would “allow a 
little more leeway” for tocal governments 
particularly after considering the restraints placed 
upon thair financial ability following the passage of 
Prop. 13. 

In refuting the claim that a New York - type fiscal 
crisis could arise in California, proponents explain 
that Prop. 4 makes general obligation bond use 
more restrictive than it was before Prop. 13. 
Additionally, they maintain that New York City 
indebtedness was not approved by the voters while 
Prop. 4 requires approval by a two - thirds vote. 

Despite Prof. Lund’s claim that he is “left of center

Biased, poor

In the February 5, 1980 issue of 
the State Hornet, staff writer Russ 
Stanton wrote that “The Stinger 
Foundation, like a shiny red apple, 
might be nice on the outside, but 
rotten and wormy on the inside.” 
Further on, in the same article he 
stated, “The Hornet Stinger 
Foundation is going to be a big 
pain in the acs.” The Foundation 
was in existence for 5 days at the 
time 

Apparently trying to fulfill his 
prophecy singlehandedly, Stanton 
wrote an irresponsible, biased, 
dishonest, poorly researched 
“Comment” on the foundation in 
the September 1¢ issue 

His main crusade is that 
students are going to be deprived 
of seats by Stinger Foundation 
members. The fact is: There were 
no seats reserved per se for 
Stingers. Donors of $500 or more 
are given the privilege of sitting in 
the area called “the president's 
box.” This a@fea, which seats 
approximately 100 people, has 
been roped off for years, by the 
athletic department, for the 
president to allow who he wants to 
sit there. A total of five (5) Stingers, 
out of the a; proximately 100 who 
have that privilege, took advantage 
of that seating on September 13. 

The Carmichael Elks’ 
membership category does not 


allow for seating in that area. Even 
if it did they could only have two 
seats. They sat in an area that was 
reserved for 400 dorm students by 
the dormitories booster club. As 
only 125 came, the Elks in 
attendance sat in that area, as 
anyone in the stadium could have 
done 

| have to believe that writer 
Stanton deliberately faisified when 
ne wrote that our “Buzzer” 
Category donors would “have 
access to another 238 seats.” 
People in those categories do not 
receive tickets and that is clearly 
shown on the “privileges” sheet. If 
it should ever get that far they 
would have “ticket priority” in case 
of a seliout over someone who was 
not a student, staff or faculty 
member 

As some research could have 
Clarified all of the above for writer 
Stanton, so too, could research 
nave helped him avoid stating that 
“Stingers will have priority over 
CSUS students to use the 
racquetba!! courts, the tennis 
courts and the weight room.” 
Again Stingers would have priority 
in those areas only over someone 
from off - campus i.e. non staff or 
non - student 

Perhaps the crux of Stanton's 
problem is revealed by his 
statement “undoubtedly, a large 
chunk of that (the Stingers $85,000 
raised) will go to the football 
team.” He had to employ a 
classical non - sequiter (the 
Statement had nothing to do with 
anything in the story) in order to 
reiterate the antipathy for football 
that he expressed on Feburary 5 

The Hornet Stinger Foundation 
exists to serve the university ie 
the students. If we can extend, 
(without depriving students), 
privileges to the community as an 
inducement for their involvement 
then everyone benefits. | hope this 
clarifies the issue for anyone 
misied by Stanton's bombast
